mountains :nto California, both led 
by Captain Juan Bautista de Anza.

The tablet is being placed by the 
Historic Landmarks Committee of 
the 
Native Sons of the Golden 
West. The first expedition, which 
left Tubac. Arizona, arrived at the 
pass (named San Carlos by Anza) 
en March 16, 1774 The second ex- 
pedition, which contained the orig- 
inal settlers and founders of San 
Francisco, crossed the divide on 
December 27, 1775. 


It has only been within the past 


few years that San Carlos Pass has 
been definitely located. 
Piofessor 


Eerbiit E Bolio^ of the Ilinory 
Department of the Univprsity of 
California, 
with the aid of the 


dlanes of Anza an-d of the priests 
•who accompanied him on his two 
expeditions, traced out the route, 
personally 
traveling 
over

ground. Bancroft had identified it

Within a v eek seven men, all motorists, ha\e 


w ritten to say that they have noticed a decided 
let-up in the campaign against speeding on the 
streets of the Eastbay.

temporary enforcement of the headlight laws 
was contemplated. 


"The other night," eays- one, "I drove over the

possible films be actually educa- 
tional and beneficial. 
The remain- 


ins 50 pej cent are apparently 
utterly Indifferent to the sort of 
films viewed by their own or any 
children. 


For the first class relief is in 


sight, though it is not yet here. 
Some of the women's clubs are en- 
gaged 
In 
efforts 
to 
determm&v 


which films are best fitted to en- V\ 
tertaln and educate the children, I, 
and what is even better, which are/J 
not suitable for them. 
The Fed-' 


eratlon of this district of the Pa- 
rent-Teacher 
Association la also 


taking steps to do its bit in this 
direction. 
The results of the ef- 


forts of these orxanUations 
will 


be to make available to all who 
desire It information as to which 
are "Better Films for Children" 
I believe there 
are 
also 
other 


groups engaged in this sort 
nf 


wor'-, but do not know their names. 
I know, too, that 
many of 
the 


managers of moving picture houses 
cooperate with any such efforts to 
the best of their ability, but as I 
understand It, in many cases they 
take the films sent them by the 
syndicate through which they book 
and the proportion of films appro- 
pri^ate for children Is not a matter 
they can Induidually regulate. 
I 


feel eure that most of these man- 
agers would be willing-, if prop- 
erly approached, to state in their 
advance notices which films are 
particularly desirable or the r-- 
verse, for children. 
In fact, a 


number of them do so now, to 
some extent. 


It is the sectnd class of parents 


who present 
the problem. 
Too 


many of them permit the children 
to go unaccompanied to afternoon 
exhibitions of films utterly unsult- 
ed to them. 
Others, almost oat 


culpable, drag the children ^ith. 
them'to evening exhibitions which^- 
like "The Hunchback 
of

Dame," are a strain on the nervous^ 
system of an adult. 
Such parents 


are criminally thoughtless. 
"E P. 


M." Is right; the children should 
be protected; if their parents won't 
do it let us hope the mo%ie man- 
agers will, though it's a pretty

are so negligent of our manifest 
duty as to necessitate action on 
trip nart of the men who make 
their living by showing nlms 


I ha\e found a problem, which 


may be solved for me when the 
efforts of the women's clubs and 
educators come to fruition.

Is the film almost wholly good, but 
containing bad spots. 
I do not

Her name meant public dignity. 
Southey, in his famous poem, calls 
her Hsrmesind. 


The Anglo-Saxon version was 
Ermatrude and Irmagarde or Er- 
mengarde. The latter form is fre- 
quent In Germany today.

CHILDREN AND FURNITURE. 


Children and polished furniture do not live together on friendly 


terms. 
The children whose eyes are so far below most of the beau- 


tiful tables and chairs and things, do not see them in their relation 
to space or living. 
They are just so many things that stand in their 


path, useful now and then, but generally an obstruction. 


They will put finger marks all over every article of furniture in 


the house, skipping none, in the forenoon of one day and it will take 
you many days of conscientious rubbing to restore the original shine— 
only to have it rubbed off again. 


They will put unexplained scratches on the tables. 
They cannot 


help it. 
They do not pick things up cleanly as we do because their 


fingers are not as deft as ours. 
They spill things too, because their 


muscles are not steady enough to prevent it. 


The legs of the tables and chairs and the springs in the couches 


are doomed to racking service, and their scarred varnish and limp 
springs soon tell their own story. 
"There isn't any use in trying to 


keep this place decent when the children are about. 
They simply 


ruin the place. 
I never saw such children. 
Most destructive little 


animals I ever met. 
Sammie, you take that bowl of water right out 


of this dinirg room or I'll civp you what for.

The truth of the story is that fuiniture and children are not com- 


patible. 
One ought to remember that when the home is being fur- 


nished and not slock it up with polished mahogap.5' and walnut unle" 
there is a suite of rooms called the nursery where the children will 
spend the greater part of their early lives. 


They can no more avoid kicking the legs of the tables and chairs 


and marking the lops of the tables than they can help playing. 
If 


they are to be made miserable because of the polished furnitmcs the 
furniture is costing too much. 
Home is a place where one can work 


and play freelv and if the furniture interferes with that it is a home 
for fuiniture and not for the people who live "in it. 


It would seem necessary lo Iia\e one room that \sould stay in 


order and where the furniture might be spread from the wild efforts 
of children to find their legs and arms. 
Surely they could be taught 


that \\hen they were the guests of the grown-ups to whom the room 
belongs, and they could stay only as long as their welcome held out. 


But it won't do, if the children are to have a fair chance to grow 


up in an atmosphere of love and affection, to have the furniture take 
first place. 
If there has to be a choice the children get the right ol 


way. 
After <hey are grown up enough to see beauty in chairs and 


tables it will be time enough to introduce them to the rooms where 
they v\ili usually stay. 
Until they can apprecir.lc them a little it only 


troubles them to have lo be so careful about the house. 
Some of the 


present-day homes are museums and the children act like visitors who 
have not paid their admission fees. 


Let the children come first and the furniture afterward. 
That 


will be a much better arangemcnt than buying a beautiful living room 
set and then chasing children off it for the next five years. 
Unless 


you are going to lock the room, fit it so the children can do little 
harm.
